Milk and the Public

/ Depression-born milk control legislation has long hppn 
I sore spot among California milk producers, wholesalers 
and retailers. During the current session of the Legislature 
In Sacramento, scores of bills have been submitted touching 
on the subject of controls many of them seeking to abolish 
of temper the Stale's power over milk pricing, others de­ 
signed to make the power stronger and, in at least one 
case, hide the operations of the Bureau of Milk Control 
behind an official curtain of secrecy.

Assembly .Bill 974, which received a "do pass" recom­ 
mendation from the Livestock and Dairies Committee last 
month, would permit the bureau to close its records which 
were concerned with price fixing. Such legislation would 
deny the press and public access to details of the basis for 
figuring price schedules.

Considerable opposition to this and similar legislation 
has been generated throughout the state, much of it led 
by Safeway Stores which contends that milk should he 
sold on a free, competitive basis at a price established 
by the seller in a free market.

With huge surpluses of milk and milk products gener­ 
ally existing throughout the state and the nation, the 
HERALD can see no reason for continuing a price fixing 
program which i« an artificial barrier to the most eco­ 
nomical marketing of prime food source.

Even if retained, bureaucratic price fixing is not some­ 
thing which should come as an edict from government 
bureaus who are not required to defend those edicts with 
the record. After all, the government is the people, and 
the people should have the right to inspect and under­ 
stand the pronouncements for which they are paying.
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License Law Opposed
California legislators are toying with the idea that 

cities should be prohibited from levying city license taxes 
as a fee for selling merchandise on persons not having 
a fixed place of business in the city.

Such legislation has been opposed by resolution of 
the Torrance City Council and the Chamber of Commerce 
board of directors will consider it this afternoon.

Undei the provisions of the bill, the City of Torrance 
could not require a tit;, license ?>r firms doing business 
in Torrance through truck mutes either to the home or 
to the city's commerci :1 firms.

Such restriction would mean a loss of revenue to 
Torrance and other California cities, but even more im­ 
portant, the local authorities would lose control over the 
transient merchandise which would invade the cities if 
their conduct could not be controlled through licensing.

The HERALD joins with the cily in expressing oppo­ 
sition to this proposed legislation, We can see no benefit 
to the people of California in adopting such legislation.

Lay Off, Litterbugs
The State legislature is taking steps to eradicate a 

nuisance that is a shame to California. That nuisance is the 
litterbug.

If the bill introduced by Senator Donald L. Grunsky 
of Santa Cruz County becomes law as it should and seems 
likely to do- -the State highway patrol will have the power 
to issue citations to those thoughtless and tasteless motor- 
tats who toss their refuse out along the highways. This 
desecration of the landscape costs the highway department 
hundreds of thousands of dollars a year. It costs far more 
than that in the bad impression it gives the State's millions 
of welcome visitors.

It is too bad that Senator Grunsky's bill has become 
necessary. Californians should have enough pride in the 
Nation's most beautiful State not to litter it with trash.

SELF-SERVK K COl'RTS
Justice for all -- rich and 

poor alike has been an Ideal 
of our court system. But law 
suits to enforce your right:, 
cost money If you lose, and 
sometimes even If you win. 
This Is especially so where the. 
sum of money sought In a 
law suit is too small to justi­ 
fy the usual court, costs.

How can our courts meet 
this problem of the small liti­ 
gant?

ornia's lawyers and judges 
have worked out and improv­ 
ed a system of "small claims 
courts."

Suppose you have a claim 
for $100 or less which grew 
out of a sales contract with 
someone. T.he buyer has not 
paid, even though you have 
tried to collect. You don't want 
the merchandise back; you 
want the $100.

Then you yourself without 
the help of a lawyer may file 
a sworn statement in the Jus- 
Ice or municipal court. The 
jurige In due form calls in the 
other party - - the defendant. 
No lawyer may speak for you 
or the other party. You are 
In a self service court. There 
Is no jury; the Judge hears 
the case

Procedure In such courts Is 
Simple, and calls upnn the fin­ 
est talents of the Judge. For 
since you have, no lawyer at 
your elbow to advise you as 
In other courts, the Judge will

always take more pains than 
ever to see that both sides get 
a fair hearing.

In the Small Claims Courts, 
hearing:, are informal, with 
Justice between tho parties 
quickly and Inexpensively.

In these courts law suits 
begin when you file a simple 
statement under oath. Your 
statement sets out your 
claim without technicality. Tht> 
judge of tho court or his dork 
will supply you with a blank 
on which tc malic your r.t.-itr- 
ment. The court then din-els 
the other party defendant - 
to appear and answer your 
claims. The judge may do this 
by mailing a registered letter 
to him.

If n defendant does not ap- 
pear. Ihe Judge will enter a 
"default" Judgement. tut yuu. 
If you, the plaintiff, do'mil 
appear, the Judge may dismivi

During the heat ing the 
judge hears from the plain 
tiff, Ihe defendant, the other 
witnesses for either side, Ho 
may quest-ion anyone and call 
more witnesses as needed. Tho 
plaintiff cannot complain of 
any Judgement given, hut If 
the defendant Is dlssatlfled ho 
nicy appeal to the superior 
court for a retrial of the case

Bankruptcy 

Boom Termed 
As Average

There's a boom In bankrup­ 
tcies.

Courts hit the jackpot last 
month when a new, all-time 
record of 819 cnses were dock­ 
eted in the U. 8, District 
Clerk's office In Los Angeles. 

It's the largest number ev­ 
er filed in one month since 
the bankruptcy court was or­ 
ganized in the Southern Dis­ 
trict of California In 181)8.

The Southern District omb- 
braces Los Angeles and 16 
other counties, stretching from 
San Luls Obispo South to the 
Mexican border.

The previous monthly high 
was set In March 1954 when 
591 cases were filed, according 
to U.S. District Court Clerk 
Edmund L. Smith.

But the boom in bankrup­ 
tcies dons not mean there's 
a business bust.

On the contrary, business is 
booming and Jobs are plenti­ 
ful, according to Dnvld B. 
Head, referee In bankruptcy, 
one of four at the Los Angel- 
es federal building.

Head said that only 10 per 
cent of the petitions filed last 
month represented business 
that failed.

Ninety per cent of them 
wore filed by working men 
and women and housewives. 
Some spent beyond their 
means and slipped into a fin­ 
ancial mornss. Heavy Install­ 
ment huylnt; snared others.

Judgments. garnishments, 
and attachments tapped the 
salaries of many, who went 
Into bankruptcy court so that 
Hens on weekly paychecks 
would be removed.

Collection agencies don't 
chase a man when they find 
out he Is Jobless. As a result, 
jobless persons seldom go In­ 
to bankruptcy, experts ex­ 
plained. 

Records reveal that husln-
nkrupt ha

asetl SO per cent in the last 
two years. Most of them were 
smnll .shops or business firms. 
Restaurants top the list of 
business mortalities. Dry 
i-leaning shops and laverans 
are close behind.

More than SBOO cases were 
recorded last year by Thomas 
C. Funk, statistical analyst 
and title examiner at the fed­ 
eral building,

He predicted that bankrup­ 
tcies would continue to In 
crease because of the growing 
population In all of the 17 
counties,

Last month's record num­ 
ber of cases could not be con­ 
sidered a statistical straw In 
the wind, he said.

"We are below normal." 
.If bankruptcies were around 
900 or 1000 monthly, based on 
our present population, there 
might he cause for concern 
But there Is no sign of any 
economic distress at the prea 
ent time."

POWER OF THE PURSE! 
Every time the federal govern­ 
ment makes another grab I 
nm reminded of Vice President. 
Nixon's statement, to the ef­ 
fect that whatever the govern­ 
ment subsidizes It Intends to 
control. Nixon's statement, 
made on Aug. 19. 1953. should 
have served as fair warning 
to all who clamor for federal 
aid and yet expect to retain 
local control.

Nixon said, "We feel that 
since we control the purse 
strings lover about a quarter 
of all U. S. production) we 
can deal with 25 per cent of 
the problem right there." How 
much plainer could he make 
It? That h* was speaking 
authoritatively has been dem­ 
onstrated over and over again. 
And wo have seen Just how 
the federal government "deals" 
with everything It can get Its 
hands on.

Any state, organization, In­ 
stitution, business. Industry, 
or Individual accepting 'a 
"loan," "grant," "subsidy," or 
"aid" from the federal govern­ 
ment Is subject Immediately to 
being 'doalth with" by federal 
bureaucrats. Conservative, 
employment, electric power, 
farming, hospitals, housing. 
Insurance, road building, and 
many other segments of our 
industrial and social life have 
felt, and are feeling, the heavy 
hand of federal control.

The federal government's 
Intetntlon to movt In on educa­ 
tion was made perfectly clear 
by former President Truman's 
Commission on Higher Educa­ 
tion. The following is an ex­ 
cerpt from this Commission's 
Report, 1947, Vol. Ill, p. 48:

"The role which education 
will play officially must he 
conditioned essentially by pol­ 
icies established by the StAte 
Department, In this country, 
and by ministries of foregn 
affair* In other countries . . . 
The United States Office of 
Education must b* prepared 
to work effectively with the 
State Department and with 
UNESCO." (The Turning of 
the Tides, by Paul W, Shafer 
and John Howland Snow. Pub­ 
lished by The Long House 
Inc., New York.)

NOW EDUCATION: Since 
February 15. the Congress has 
had before It the administra­ 
tion's $7 billions ald-to-educa- 
tlon plan. This deceptively 
worded presidential message, 
was designed to alla.y the fears 
of those who object to federal 
aid to education on the 
grounds that it would bring 
federal control. This new plan 
does not give money to the 
states outright, except for a 
trifle of some $200 millions to 
"poor" states, hut simply 
places the credit of the fed­ 
eral government back of loans 
obtained by HIP. states.

Similarly, the federal nous- 
ing administration simply puts 
the credit of the ftderal gov­ 
ernment back of FHA loans, 
but If you believe that no 
strings are attached, note this: 
On Oct. 30, 1954, Albert M. 
Cole, federal housing adminis­ 
trator, announced that no fed. 
oral funds would go to local­ 
ities which failed to provide 
for "progressive Improvement 
and expansion of minority 
housing opportunities." No 
control?

If federal control prevails, 
as it obviously does, In hous­ 
ing and other fields where the 
federal government holds the 
purse strings, what possible 
reason is there to believe that 
It will not prevail In education 
as well?

zations available for expendi­ 
ture, with the President's re­ 
quest, for $7 billions more In 
guaranteed "credit" now be­ 
fore the Congress.
